S.R.O. 435, — In exercise of the powers conferred upon me by sub-clause (1) 
Of Clause 3 of tne Uu'uon Control Uruer, 19 au, 1 nereoy direct tnat ine following 
further amendments snail be made in the Notification ol the lextue Commis- 
sioner No, b.R.O. lblB, dated the 2Uth October, 19bi, namely: — 

In the said Notification — 

I. In paragraph 4 — 

(1; for Clauses (k) and (l>the following Clauses shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(k) “Upland 1 ' means cotton recognised as such and grown in the places 
speciiied tor the “Coompta” variety ol cotton; and includes “Atnanl 
Cambodia” and “Dnarwar-American Gadag 1”. 

(1) “Cambodia” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the North 
Arcot, South lircot, Coimbatore, baiem, Tiruaurapalll, iviathurai, 
Ramanathapuram, Tiruneiveu, chiuoor and Chingieput Districts 
of the Madras State; and includes “Avanashi”, “Camoodia C.O.3”, 
“Cambodia 44b3”, “Comoodia GO.4” (including ‘’UU.4, B.40” or 
“Cambodia Uganda 1”) otherwise known as ‘'Rajapalayam” and 
“Laxiru” recognised as such and grown in the places specified tor 
the "Coompia" variety ol cotton. “Laxmi” will, however, be 
excluded provided it nas a minimum staple length ol la/ lb" and 
compiles with the proviso given at the end of this paragraph,” 

(2) in Clause (m) for the sentence “This cotton will, however at 

the end of this paragraph” the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“This cotton grown In the Madras Stale will, however, be excluded provided 
it has a minimum staple length of 1" and complies with the proviso 
given at the end of this paragraph. Such cotton grown in the State 
of Bombay will be excluded provided it has a minimum staple 
length oi 1" and complies with the conditions (ii), (in) and (iv) of 
the proviso given at the end of this paragraph.’’ 

(3) in Clause (p) the words, figures and brackets “the area in which the 
cotton is grown has been protected under the Cotton Transport Act, 1923 (Act III 
of 1923), and” shall be deleted- 

II. In Schedule A, against the entry “Western” in column 1, the figures “70” 
and “100” shall be inserted in column 7 below the headings 3/32" and 4/32" 
respectively.
